SUMMARY OF FACTS AND ARGUMENT 


Respondent filed an Order to Show Cause iD for 


Attorneys’ Fees and Costs. Said Order to Show Cause is currently set to be heard on 


September 17, 2007. 


In connection with the Order to Show Cause, Respondent has set the deposition of 
six witnesses thus far. The depositions were scheduled by Respondent’s counsel without 
any effort to meet and confer with Petitioner’s counsel or the witnesses prior to setting the 
dates. As a result, most of the depositions need to be rescheduled due to ¢aléndar 5 all 
conflicts.’
